RE: Report on Visit to United Kingdom - J. W. Lee 


Thanks for the opportunity to read the 
attached. Several favourable comments 
were made by the Nova Scotia and British 
delegates last week in London, who feel 
it is one of the best reports yet made 
on the condition of Canadian fruit in 
Great Britain and what should be done 

to improve matters. 
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From January 20th to February 20th I was in the United 
Kingdom with the following purposes: 


(a) Seeing Canadian anples at United Kingdom destinations, 
(b) Seeing competing apples. 

{c) Meeting and talking with importers and derlers, 

(ad) Watching discharging of Canadian arples from ships. 


To help in achieving these purposes my vorincipal contacts were 
Mr, Bruce Marshell, Agriculture] Counsellor, Mr. M. McDonald, Cargo 
Inspector, and in Livervool Mr, Worden Evans, 


To accomplish these ourposes I made approximately twenty-five 
detailed inspections of apples at verious levels in the trade, es 
well as many casual examinations. Some of these involved only one 
or two boxes, but others consisted of thorough inspections of as 
many as twelve boxes, 


I visited and telked with sixty-two importers, wholesalers, 
retailers or other members of the trede. Many of these men were 
visited more than once and in some cases conferences Jasted for 
periods of several hours. 


T made two visits to Glasses, two to Lyverpooi and one to 
Edinburgh and watched the discharge of apples from eight boats at 
these vorts and in London. 


All the officials and members of the trede with whom I came 
in contact were exceedingly co-operstive and heipful. In many cases 
they expressed their approval of the visit of a ecyvernmernt official 
and felt trade relations could definitely be improved by this policy. 


I am particularly grateful to Mr. Marshal] and his st2ff for 
the wany arrengements which he made for me and the advice he gave, 
also $0 Mr. McDonald, Cargo Inspector, who spent many days with me 
and was the means of making all my contacts with ships and many of 
the most important ones ir the market. Mrs. Plane in Mr. McDonald's 
office performed any secretarial work which was required willingly 
and competently. 
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CANADTAN APPLES 


General: In general I found that the lnited Kinedom trade is well 
pleased with Canadian appl2s and undoubtedly this fruit has an ex- 
cellent reputstion there. 


Market conditions for anples during the period of my visit were 
particularily poor, and tnis crexted an atmosnhere in which im:orters 
were orone to commiair. Prices for Canadian fruit were often less than 
two-thirds of what they had been a year earlier, and in m=ny cases im- 
norters appoered quite willine to seil Canxdian anoles at, or even 
below, cost. 


Auctions: I attended several fruit auctions where Canedian anoles 
Were Offered and there seemed to be confidence in the vack, as bidding 
often took solace by those who had made cittle or no nrior examination 
of the particular lots, Hxcenticns to this occurred st the Fruit Ex- 
change, Snitalifields, on February ilth, when 300 Nova Scotia Russets, 
ex 5.5. Beevercove, were sold at 14/, and at Glasgow on February 18th, 
when 1500 British Columhie Fancy McIntosh, ex 5.5, Risanger, found no 
takers. 


A feature of the auctions, at least those which I visited, was 
that apparently the successful bidder is not bound to saccert the entire 
quantity of the lot on which he bids. This merns that when a large lot 
is offered, potential buyers. can expect to obtain thetr reouirements 
without much incentive to push the nrice un by biddine tnemselves, 

Once the orice has been estabiished it is common to see numerous -buyers 
asking for various quantities at that price. Despite this fact, I was 
impressed with the way in which the verious auctioneers worked to ob- 
tain the hizhest possible return for the frnit they were offering, and 
Since 9 great deal of this is being handled on consisnment, it is ob- 
vious they would not use the auction method unless tney felt 1t was 
oroducing results. 

Another thing I learned was thet the number of waste cor aecayed 
specimens found in the samples exyaminsa by the anctionser vcrior to the 
auction must by regulation be indicted on the auction catalorue, 

This means that the range of decay in a ziven Lot te ver’ sipnificant. 
If a single sample shows a hich number of wasted snecimens this wiis 
affect the orice of tne entire lot. 


J Was t3919 that the volume of fruit sole by aucti.n is diminishing. 
There is now no auction held in vovent Garden, one at the Rorough 
Market and two at Spitalfields. There are also auctions af sivernool 
and Glassow, and possibly others. vuniy certain imsorters use tnis 
method of disnosine of fruit, ara 1] thine the masority of Canadian 
anples are sold by ‘Private Treaty’, which is just 4 sale with written 
or verbal contract as its bssis. 


Melntosh: Most of these seen and discussed came from Rritish Columbia, 
The trade in Lordon is not verv inter=sted in tnis variety, so most of 
the comment came from Livernool and Glasvow, WMucn of this comment was 
fayoursble, but prominent im-oorters in 411 markets sugeested that 
British Columbia McIntosn were worse than last year. 


Reasons given for this were; many lieht weight oack-pes, too 
Pipe, toc moch broncing, voor sizins, f.> weny ounetures, poor colour 
(this comnlaint was voiced by only one man), teo mich staoler damnsge, 
Also, towards the latter vart of my visit there were numerous com= 
plaints about the ‘waste' or decsy in British Columhi= MeIntosh, : 


It was significant that very few deal - 
really serious problem with this variety, t.cugh it was mentioned by 
ORS.

Limited comment on MeIntosh from Novs Scotia, wuebec and Ontario 
was generally to the effect that the fruit was firmer than British 
Columbia stock, but generally less populsr on the market. However, I 
heard no soecific complaints. 

Apart from retail examination and the bulk bin experiment, which 
are mentioned sevarately, I inspected ten lots of this variety from 


British Columbia, three from Nova Scotia and one from wuebec. A Summary

Tre lot which stands out from the general picture is of ccurse the 
one with 22.2% decay. This resvit was obtained from only four boxes. 
Nevertheless these were taken ot random from a pile of some three 
hundred, and included the only two house numbers evident in the lot. 

All apples in the four boxes were examined and the result was just a 
little less dece, unan had been reported by the {moorter's own exam 
ijners. This insp tion was made in Edinburgh on March 20th on anplss 
from 3.S. Loch Gowan, but was an investigation of only one of several 
complaints on late arr. ‘1 MeIntosh. Most importers were of the opinion 
that waste should be @xbd« ted in March arrivals of Pritish Columbia Me- 
Intosh. However, there we. sme who said excellent quality fruit had 
sometimes been received right into «jp ii. 

As a result of my own examinations I feel that with. few 
this variety arrived as might have heen expected, cthat there ws too 
much sunseald on the fruit from particular areas; that there is need 
for some improvement in the sizing standards; that there is anghdrree 
of correlation between the incidence of punctures ana tne incidence of 
decay, and most importent of all, decay, even 9n *verags of three or 
four percent, is not wanted in the United Kingdom.

Comment reg-rding this variety was critical and sometimes vehen- 
ently so. “Much poorer colour than they used to he"; "Much too green, 
due to trees being ton worked from unwanted varieties"; "Rubbish"; 
"Should never have been shinpped";"'57 crop no better than pot. toes 
and = '58 erep much worse"; "Not one box gold (cut of 300) in three 
weeks 1"; "These are Nonpareilles". 

After 9 lot of listening and looking it was my opinion that many 
Neva Scotia Russets from the 1958 crop developed wiit., There was so 
much of this in some cases that it looked almost like immature harvest- 
ing, thovgh that would not be likely. The second point is that the 
United Kingdom market now does not want poorly coloured or poorly 
russetted Golden Russets, Whether this 1s beesuse the market standards 
have been reised by comparison with I@ian stock or whether the Canadian 
apples have deteriorated as much as was suggested I do not know, but 
they don't want what they nave been petting. Even the fruit which I 
considered as meeting requirements was not wanted by the trede, par- 
ticularly "C" grade. 


It should be remembered that the inspections were all made on lots 
on which there was complaint. I did see early in my visit severel lots 
which seemed to me to be quite accentable. They showed no wilt and a 
reasonable degree of russetting. zven these, however, were not popular. 


Fortunately I was able to take a colour slide which denicts very 
clearly just what was wrong with Nova Scotia Russets. If a print of 
this can be obtained as part of this revort no further words are 
necessary. 


Newtowns: This was the third voriety of Canadian apples which came 
in for close scrutiny - all were fron Rratish Columbia. 


Me very great majority of trade opinion wes thet Newtowns to 
be acceptable must be quite green and that a yellow Newtown is pot 
wanted in the United Kingdom. This, most dealers averred, is because 
a yellow specimen 1s one whier is rips, 


In my experience I have found that there are yellow type and 
green type Newtowns, and the vellow colour does not usually, and cert- 
ainly not necessarily, indicate advanced maturity. However, Enere La 
no doubt about the preference for green specimens, A blush on Newtowns 
48 also disliked, thoush nerhaps not as much as tre yellow colour. A 
few boxes from British Columbia Kootenay points were noticed marked 
"Yellow Newtowns" - this is obvicusly a PooLnen Nreey Lee.

on January 19th, te day T arrived in England, sc I was able tc see 
these arrivals at the plant of fast Kent Packing Co., Faversham, on 
January 21st. The shivment also inelvuaed a cneck in the form of 
stsraard boxes of Newtowns and tray vacks of Winesaps. There wes no 
check of McIntosh. 

Reception of this shioment was nok ood, and in London I heard 
that the fruit of all yarieties wes simost worthless. Although time 
was quite Jimited I was sble tc make an examination of both bins of 
MeIntosh, two of Newtown and one of winesap, as well as two boxes each 
of the checks of the last two v rieties. The following results were 
obtained when inspect <s according to Canadian legal stendards:

A very careful mport of tre outturn of this shipment was. orepared 
by the receivers when tne apples were graded according to the desired 
standards. 4 summary of this, together with a similar report made on 
a comperable shipment in bir from Australia, 1S attached as Appendix 
III. The remarkable outturn of the latter sugcests that further ek= 
periment witn Canadian anples might be worthwile. 
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Tere are four sources of apples which come into competition with 
those from Canada. First is North Americas, second England, third con- 
trnental Europe and fourth southern hemisphere countries. Imports into 
Britain from all these sources are heavy. 


Southern hemisohere competition 1s more indirect than direct, al- 
though shipments from Argentine and South Africa oan be on the British 
market at the same time as late Canadian deliveries. Some importers 
also tol@ me that receptivity of the merket for early Canadian deliveries 


could be affected by an unsatisfactory Australian deal, which might heve 
been recently concluded. 


Competition from continent21 Europe comes principally from Italy, 
although there were many Cox Orange from Denmark, a few Golden Delicious 


from Lebanon end a few apples, said to be from Czecho Slovakia by way of 
Italy. 


an A s: The market quality of Italian apples varies a great 
deal, and this may account for such conflicting opinions as: 


"Tyrolean packs of Jonsthan, Romes and Steyman are superior to ANX 
North American apples" - Lyons. 


"Italian anvles are far inferior to North American stock" - Peacock. 


"Italian ExFoy apples are a far better grade thar those frog B.C."- 
Briscoe. 


"Nothing in Italy will compre in fiavour with B.c. apples® - 
MeCaig. , 
At the oresent time the good Italian eanples are coming from the 

Tyrol, others are not much of a factor. I made severel careful ex- 
aminatiors of Jonathan, Belfort, Kaltererbohmer, Russet and Morgandeft, 
whioh 1s the North American Rome Beauty. The better Italian shippers 
have gone to a great deel of trouble to put up an excellent pack. 

While the 20 lb. carton or its metric equivsient is the commonest 
package, there are also larger containers of both wood and fibre, weigh- 
ing from 36 to 48 lbs. There was also a two layer tray. 


Apples were always wrapped, excert for display specimens in the 
top layer. Bright blue wraps or 4 gold deaprated white wrap in a blue 
wax paper tray were common, Packs were mostly diagonal, some square 
and wads of wrapping paper were placed in the corners to reduce bruis- 
ing. There were nearly always tier sheets between the layers and the 
top leyer often included coloured shredded ovaper, though this was more 
for decoration than protection. where staples were used to close cartons 
there was always a protector sheet of cardbosrd under the lid, and the 
laswer containers had excelsior pads on top. 


In market quality the Italian Russets were far suverior to any of 
this veriety from other sources, end to me the flavour seemed good. 


The Kaltererbohmer is a most attractive apple to look at, with a 
sharp line separating red colour from ground colour, These did not 
seem to me to have much flavour. 


Jonathans were attrsctive to look at, aS were the Morgandeft, or 
Romes, but here 4o91n I woulda judge flavour poorer then in North Amer- 


jean apples. I did not see mary Delicicus hut understend these were 
usually available. 


Tne good packs were remarkably free of bruising and blemishes in 
all varieties. Colour was less consistert, To take the Romes and 
Tonathans as examples, most hoxes would have about 65% te 756 of 
Canada Extra Fancy colour, while the remainder would be largely Canada 
"Cc" grade colour. 


Sizing wes no better and ne worse than in most Canadian pscks, 
which means it was often not rood enough to suit the buyer. I did not 
see 2 decayed specimen in any Italian pack which I examined, HOwever, 
as this fruit 18 delivered on consignment, with about a twenty-four 
nour haul from Italy, all stock on the Engiisn merket is fresh. I was 
told that Jonathans examined on Februery lOth had been nicked between 
July 18th and September 30th, and cold stored in iteiv,, There was no 
sign of wilt or other condition defect. 


English Apples: Production of apples in Engiend appears to very 8 
great desl from year to year. In 1958 it probably exceeded twenty 
million bushels, and the votential is even greater. Since storage, 
though increasing, is not great in oroporticn to the cron, most of 
this croov reaches British markets within three months of harvest. 
British prowers natur lly want their domestic market for themselves 
during this neriod, ard will doubtless try to maint«in lerislation 
which restricts imoorts, at least in the early vart of the annie 
marketing seasor. whether they do so or not, competition pvricewisse 
for any imported a;ples at this neriod of the year.is likely to be 
severe unless there is 2 short crop in mngland. Sterting about mid- 
Janusry, competition derends more on other factors, such +s quality 
and variety. 


Me two varieties produced in enormous auantities in England are 
Cox Orance and Bramley Seedlings, the former used exclusively for dessert 
purposes, and the latter exclusively for cooking. Cortrelled Atmosphere 
or ms storage, as it 4s called in Engiand, is used to nrolonge the market 
life of both sorts, but seens to be less successful with the Coy than 
with the Bramley. 


Discussion with wholesalers and retailers, and simply reading the 
price tags on apple dispi-ys, convinced me thet in the south of England 
no imported apple is as popular as the home oroduced Cox Orange. This 
preference largely disappears farther north, and is certainly not true 
in Scotland. 


wuelity, like proauction, varies tremendously. I visited three 
oackineg houses in Kent which use the most un to date methods for sizing, 
sortire and packing their fruit, and which I am sure, though I saw only 
Bramleys being handled, produce packs quite ecmpareble with the North 
American product. On the other hand, there is no legal regulation 
whatever to estabiish minimum standards, #nd a great deel of what in 
Canada would be considered as culls reaches the market. 


Some wholesalers suggested to me thet as much as % third of the 
English production should never be allowed to reach the market, and 
from my own examination some offerin-s of Bramieys could oniy be de- 
seribed as rubbish. However, nearly SLL this steck moves to Londen 
on a consignment basis, and mary wholesalers seem to feel they have an 
obligation to the oroducers to sell] it to the best advaniage. It was 
pointed out to me by seversl wholesalers that there is no processing | 
outlet whatever for the main yerieties of mnelish anoles. If one could 
be develoved a huge volum= of onor quality stock might be renoved from 
the fresh market. 
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Since Canada ships practically no cooking apples to the United 
Kingdom, there should be no serious competition from the Bramley, which 
4s the English weriety pest suited to lone term storage. The Canadian 
Golden Russet, and to a lesser extent, the Newtown, meet definite com= 
petition from the Enzlish Cox Jrange. However, in the case of the 
Russet, Italian competition 15 50 sreat that it 15 doubtful if the var- 
,ety could succeed regardless of domestic supply. 


Mere does not appear to be a likelihood of very effective domestic 
competition for Canadian red anples after mid-J=nuery. 


North American Apples: One prominent amnorter in London told me that 
ne felt comvetition for Canadisr apples ws chiefly from other Nerth 
American arriv2l1s. Certainly the comparison 4s more direct, hecause 
United States fruit comes at the same time, 418 subject to similar move- 
ment conditions end generally sneaking consists of the same warieties 
as apples sent from Canada to Pritein. 


Mr. Pickup of Frost and Pickup, 9 strone advocate of British 
Columbia apples, tola ne he thought there wovld he a move from British 
Columbia tc the eastern Ststes for United Kingdom supolies of McIntosh. 
I did not see any AmericaiMcIntosa in Britain, but any one whe nad had 
them anreared to hve heen satisfied. Perhnaos 4t is significant that 
there were no late shipned stocks of this variety or the marvet, in 
fact, except for 4 few Albermarles from Virginia, I did not s2e2 any 
eastern Americ2.2 fruit in England. There is probably 4 potential for 
extensive competition fron this arsa, but it wes not avperent this yeer, 
and I can see no reason why McIntosh from Ontario, swebec and Nova 
Seotia could not compete in price and auality with that yvoristy of 
American origin. 


There were vlenty of western United States apples on United Kingdom 
merkets; Delicious, Golder Deiicious and Newtown were the principal 
verieties. There were abso lots of Oregon pears. 


American apoles which I saw were all 2ood, althousnh on the whole 
I thought the colour of British Columbia Delicious superior to that 
in the Washington deliveries. A 


Oregon Newtowns were better and wer? accented on the market as 
being better than those from British Columbia. Not all importers felt 
this was true, but there was ne denying that the Oregon stock sold at 
a better nrice. Some opirions expressed were 45 follows: 


"Oregon Newtowns firmer and better flavour tnan Canadien".- Clare. 


"i. S.Newtowns bett2r because of more uniforn shave, colovr and 
nackags weight".- Holt. 


“Hood River Newtown 0°25 not store as well as Pritishn Columbia

Before leaving Canada I was told that apples received rough 
handling at the docks, and the only thing which could be done ahout it 
wes tc ship in packages which covld provide vrotection from the treat- 
nent given, I made a point of watching the loading of applcs on re a 
Moldanger at Vancouver before | left Canada, and feel that the handl- 
ing on tris boat was considerably better than most of that seen in the 
United Kingdom ports. Moreover, wnen an instance of rough handling 
was pointed out to the stevedcre foreman, ne immediately took action 
Go eorrect 11. 


Only one man to whom I telked felt that fruit was h2rdled satis- 
factorily by dockers in the unitzd Kingdom. This was Mr. Ralph Brown 
of the Doneslason line in Liverpool, who said their company had few 
complaints and that the imoorters! own employees handled the fruit on 
the docks once it was renoved from the shins' slimgs. All others te 
whom the matter was mentiorsd svreed that hendline wes rough. They 
also seemed to feel At was quite impossible to obtain longshoremen 
wno would exercise reasonable care, and any attempt to educate then 
would result in serious l*bour TPO WOES. 


My own estimation was tnt «bceut one oackagce in five receives 
very rovugn handlin:. Lon¢shoremen heve no incentive to drop or throw 
packsges which they can pick up end »ut down at waist or chest level 
but they never bena to place the box on the ground or in the second 
layer, consequently many packages are dropped from waist high anc often 
kicked into vlace,. 


Another source of considerable shock is pulling stocks over be- 
cavse thetoo unit is too hier for convenient mach. This occurs most 
often on the dollies used to move fruit from snioside into the wharf 
sheds. The dolly itself is perhaps two feet from the ground, 2pples 
piled four high thereon make the ton box hard to lift down ard it 1s 
common to see the whole stack of four poxes pulled over onto tne dolly 
or even the ground to facilitate reachine the upper boxes. 


In most cases slings were raised snd lowered carefully, but where 
the load was fairly close to the edge of the overhead naten the hoist 
was sometimes used to drag the loaded sling out from under, with un- 
even tensior on tre sling roves, ana a great desl of bumping over the 
bottom of the nold. ‘There were also other cases where sling ropes 
Gameged tre cartons. 


A great many cartons becme visibly d=maged in the handling pro- 
cess and a consider-ble amour: of recoo sring and revairing goes on 
at the dock. Some carters appear tc be much stronger then ovuners. 
Nova Seotia celnaks, a5 used by Herbert Oyler, seemed to be oarticul= 
arly vulnerebile, and the single strap rouna the middle orovides much 
less protection than where one is used at eacn end.

where cartons are not act la.ly denaged, the fruit within them 
Ss not seex to suffer very much from "ne rouen handling. Apparently 
re 1s enough flexibility t»° sliow the fruit to move rather than 
1 


wooden vackagzes are generaily more resistant te damages themselves, 
but thers is considersahle evidence to suggest that the fruit within 
them suffers from the rcugh hendalinc, oarticularly wher? hich bulves 
are employed, 2s the unit is as Likely to be dropped on the bulge as 
on its side. 
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Packages: As with most other things, importer opinion differs on the 
most desirable type of package. Some said a smaller package, compar 
able to the Italian 20 1b. unit, would be most welcome. Others thought 
that on overseas shinments small eartons would be massacred and sub- 
ject to piliferage. Mr. Peack of J. C. Houghton was sure that cartons 
are not as good as boxes. Mr. Speed of Leeran & Moss thought the stan- 
dard box 18 a8 good as any package, ard that there is more life to 
wrapped apples than to these in cells, On the other hand, Mr. Briscoe 
of W. B. Anderson & Sons seid the celnak 1s an excellent package and 
there is little bruising in fruit for which it is used. Mr. Lyons 
said the celnak is superior to the tray peck, but sizing in 4t 4s poor 
and a size should be introduced between the 160 and the 200. 


Mr, Finlay, @ Customs examiner, suggested to me that the trend 
on bosts is for larger shipping units as ® deterrent to rough nandling 
and pilferage. He thought palietizing spples would be a good thing. 
Mr. Stewart of the East Kent Packing Co., which repacks 4 lot of im- 
ported fruit, thought the twenty-five bushel bin was an ideal unit for 
long distance shipment, because stevedores covld not throw it around. 


From my own observations and the preponderance of opinion, I 
would say shat the celpak 1s the most suiteble and justly popular 
package used for Canadian apples to-day. The tray psck, particularly 
when the apples are wrapped, is also very satisfactory. .

Resides casual visits to fruit barrows and retail stores I 
made three principal contacts to attempt to get retail reaction to 
Canadian and competing apples. 


Me firm of Marks and Spencer, although they are primarily cloth- 
ing stores, contend that through their 240 stores they are the largest 
distributors of apples in the United Kingdom. Since this was the fira 
for which the bulk bin exveriment was initieted, I came into contact — 
with them early ir my visit, and spent considerable time discussing 
sud examining apples with their preduce men and in obtaining oninions 
on the retail market. 


I was told with 4 great deal of emohasis that the Marks and 
Spencer firm wished to use only Commonwealth vroduction in its business, 
When I was in England, however, they were selling Italian anples eX- 
clusively, and they averred it was because no Canadian fruit would meet 
their specifications. 


Mr. Iane, Produce Manager for all Marks and Spencer stores, @X- 
plained to me that they wanted fruit (1) bruise free (2) of good esting 
quality (3) uniform in size. A reasonable tolerance car be allowed fer 
blemishes and colour deficiency. He said green apples will outsell red 
apples in the south of England, and uniformity of colour is desirable, 
though not essential. Uniformity of size is exceedingly important, but 
fruit as large a3 2 3/4 inches is quite acceptable in England provided 
4t.is bruise free. 
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I spent nalf a day with Mr. Blaekburn, a Marks and Spencer fruit 
buyer,« and also some time with Mr. Coward, their apple expert. These 
men sefa Canadian apples were constantly being examined but they hed 


not been able to get any recently which would meet Marks and Spencer 
standards. 


At the time I visited their stores only Italien Belforts and Morg- 
andefts were being scold. They said they wanted a green anple but 
could not find ary satisfactory stock. Inspection showed these apples 
to be good, but nevertheless far from bruise free. According to Can- 
adian standaré they averaged %,5% bruising and 8% below cclour. When 
the bruising was pointed out to Mr. Blackburn he said he would not have : 
bought the lot if he head seen samples like the ones I uncovered. 


It is my opinion that Marks end Spencer would purcnase Canedian 
apples if they could obtain them relatively bruise free. Meir stan- 
dards, though high, are pot unattainable in the firmer Canadian var- 


ities, and price was apparently uniwportant if the quality standard 
could be obtained. 


Mrough the good offices of Mr. T. Matkin, Secretary of the Retell 
Pruit Trade Federation, I arranged a visit to A. W. Yeoman & Son, de- 


seribed as A typical independent green grocer in @ working class dis- 
trict of London. 


Yeomans buy their fruit in the big merkets of London after 
personal examination. They consi@er applos a most important part of 
their stock and like to offer about five varieties at e time for 
twelve months in the year. Applss are practioally never sold by the 
package, and the average purchsse is two pounds. 


Price, Mr. Yeoman thought, wes less important than it used to be, 
but many people bought Bramleys for cooking, which were then being 
offered at 6d a lb. compared to 1/6 for Cox Orange or imported 
Newtowns. He thought the Oregon Newtowns were cleener and better 
then those from B.C., though in general Canadian apples were satis- 
factory. Golden Delicious were not 48 popular as they had been. 


Me. Yeoman thought the A/B was the best packsge and had found 
that apples in cells bruised unless the fruit fitted the cells. 
Apart from this, mixed sizing did not seem to be a problem. The 
fruit seen in thie store was all sound and attractively displayed, 
aven the cooking spples. 


Third retail contact was F. Meyers Ltd., multiple greengrocers, 
with 100 branches in.the ‘home counties'. At the central warehouse 
near Ealing I met the general manager and three area managers and 
leter visited two stores. 


Queried on the Newtown variety, the area managers seid Oregon 
stock was better than Canadien on the counts of firmness, flavour 
and appearance. Neitner blush nor yeliow colour was acceptable. 
Te Newtown was a high priced apple and must be nearly perfect. Bven 
stem basin russet was not wanted, and they had been troubled with @ 
'waite powder’ which apparently was spray residue. Bruising, skin 
marks and poor flavour hed caused them to reject Canedian Newtowns,. 


These retailers thought the apple box was 4 very satisfactory 
package, but foumd the celpsk generally good, though apples got 
marked if they didn't fit the cells. It was better thar the tray 
pack in preventing bruising. However, they wanted wraps on good class 
fruit and felt these furnished necessary protection. They thought 
a 20 lb. package would be in big demand, though, like Mr. Yeoman, 
they seid sales were mostly 1 to 2 1»bs. and sales by the package 
did not give satisfaction. 
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The Meyers stores, I was told, were selling twelve thousand 
20 lb. Itelian apples per week, nostly Jonathans, Belforts ard 3ussets. 
Th had had some American Winesars, but these were ‘too red', tating 
quality of Italien apples was improving very fast. 


At the stores the only Canadian apples I could find were a few 
rather badly bruised British Columbia Newtowns. The Oregon Newtowns 
ware better and the wlk of the fruit which I examined quite carefully 
was Italian Jonethan and Morgandefts. These were good rd much 4s 
described to me by the area manacers. 


It was obvious that retail opinion mey differ from that in other 
levels of operation, but also, the people in the retail trade hava 
various points of view, By the pound sales seer to be the prevailing 
pattern in England, and there was no evidence of bagging. 


IMPORTER OPINION 


Much of the opinion which I heard from the many importers and 
others engaged in the fruit trade has been mentioned under specific 
stems, However, the following additional subiects were also discussed 
and opinion on them may be of interest. 


Business Methods: Beceuse an earlier report hed mentioned oriticism 

of Canadian business methods by the United Kingdom trade, I made a 
particular point of asking ahout this matter. Everyone to whom I snoke 
yoiced complete satisfeetion with the way business was carried out in 
ell parts of Canada. There was an isolated instance where an Ontario 
reoresentative had made a contract which he had been un ble te Puy ae 
but this had been satisfectoriiy settled between the parties concerned. 


Types of Sales: There was © great deaj of discussion in Ergland re- 
garding the method of making purchases. When currency controls were 
not in effect, I gathered that most business had been done on a consign- 
ment basis. Since the introduction of licences, almost 911 North Amer- 
4ean business hss been on a firm sele basis. There appear to be two 
schools of thought with regard to the tyoe of desl. One grouv likes to 
have @ reliable source of supply at 4 fixed price. Tf the market foes 
up after the price is fixed they will make money, as they did in 1958, 
4f 4t goes down they wiii lose, as they have this vesr, but they are 
prepared to gamble their prefits on their own estimation of the market, 
and exnect to be up some yerrs and down in others. 


The other grouo is more interested in security and rendering a 
service for remuneration. These people would like consignment selling 
with the shippers tskireg all the risk. Several of them told me they 
thought Canadian interests should nave representatives in england to 
make consignment deals with the trade there. The grouc favouring con- 
signmert selling is definitely in the majority, altnough some of these 
felt that as long as there was licence control consignmert would be less 
desirable. 


Opinion of the firm sale advocates was typically exoressed hy J. 
Lyons, who said that "consignment selling is out of dete and is a 
stinking way of doing business", He suggested this method of doing 
business is used oniy for produce. ho other commodity is marketed in 
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Licencing: No one, of course, had definite information on whether

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There was also much t9ik about the price of Australian apples 
then being offered to the trade. It was my understariing that very 
few dea@is were being made because the Tasmanian Apple Roard was holding 
to its original f.o.b. quotations. 


Even those who had no criticism of the actual vrices asked for 
Canadian fruit, emohasized that they were premium prices and it was 
necessary to have premium fruit to get them. 


Ay. °°: Despite a great deal of variation in the opinion expressed, 
there ooemed to be a general feeling that Canadian apples were not 


as good < suéy once had been, Criticism of poor sizing was fairly 
consistent and this wes tied in with the complaint of light weight in 
British Coluwb.ie MeIntosn. A good many people spoke of the better 


appearance of wasned apples from the western United States, 


A point of visw put forward by Mr. Lane of Marks and Spencer to 
exolain the swing to Italian operators, was that the Ttalians had made 
an effort to improve their methods in line with what the market re- 
aquired, while vendors in other countries had merely said it wouid cost 
them too much money to make any appreciable improvement.

ie) : As there were quite a number of complaints re- 
corded at Canade House or the Cargo Inspector's office, firstly on 
Nova Seotia Russets and later on British Columbia McIntosh, there seemed 
to be some need for service which could make ar independent assessment 
for claims parposes, I discussed this with a Mr. Bagott, who is an 


'4ndependent surveyor’, who had been called in on ore shioment of Nova 
Seotia apples.

Mr. Bagott said that nis firm which was one of only two similar 
concerns in London, very seldom got salle to examine fruit, and did not 
have emy fruit experts on their staff. He said there were many years 
when they did not get a single call om Canadian Fruit, thongh reqtests 
for reports on Austrelisn apples were a little mors common, ~ 


Te reports which he made were based on examination of Just a few 
bexes of fruit, with particular attention paid to temperature and to 
“gstotage in the ship. He doubted if there would normally be enough work 
in all London to keep a fruit expert busy on this kind of work, 


inspection: United Kingdom importers appeared to place a lot of re- 
liance on shipping point certificates of Canadian and American apples. 
Mr. A. E. Brooks of Covent Garden told me he liked North American apples 
better than Itslian because the grade is consistent and the fruit is 
accurately described on reliable certificates, Mr. Briscoe of W. B. 
Anderson in Liverpool expressed grave consern because a certificste, on 
British Columbia McIntosh which had not yet arrived, showed 3% decay. 

Myr, Pickuv throught certificates should be 'streamlined' so that no 
desay was shown thereon, because the trade paid so much attention to 
these descriptions, 
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It mast be evident to anyone who has read this report that I 
found very little unanimity of opinion on the various matters discussed, 
It is therefore necessary to assess this opinion as modified and il- 
lustrated by whet I saw myself in order to reach any conclusions, 


Firstly, it must be emphasized that in general, arrivals, éf Canadian 
apples sare good, and United Kingdom importers are thoroughly satisfied 
with the way Canadian exporters do business. It must be realized that I 


was interested in weak spots and was therefore looking for the exceptions 
to this general rule. 


Competition from other sources for Canadian apples will be very keen 

in any year when the competing areas have full e¢rops. While Canadian 
fruit has a good reputation there is no reason to beliervs that the 
fruit from ccomveting countries cannot be just as good. For this reason 
efforts should be mede not only to maintain present good quality but 

to improve it by eliminating the weak spots, 


Spscifically I would recommend: 


le. Unless Nova Scotia Golden Russets can be improved far beyond the 


quality arriving in England this year, they should not be shippad 
there at all, 


2. Newtowm few British Columbia should be shipped to the United King- 
dow in celpaks, rather than standard boxes, and considerstron should 
be given to segregating green and yellow type frait at least for — 
United Kingdom export and limiting Extra Pancy to the former, 


3. Shipments of British Columbia McIntosh should be timed to reach the 

United Kingdom not leter than Februery 15th of eack year. No lots 

should be shipoed at any time which show 1% decay or more at ship- 
ping point. 


Other ways in which errivals might be improved are: more attention 
te aniform sizing, use of protective sheets to prevent staple damage, 
more rigid greding to eliminate sunscald in verteties where this occurs, 
Weights of apples in the celpak should also reseive careful attention, 


+ 


: Assuming the Canadian exvort stendard can be kept at a level 
where the fruit is definitely wanted by United Kingdom importers, 1% 
4@ still logical to suppose that price will have to be reasonably 
competitive. There are instances where this does not appear to be 
the case now, so research into meens to reduce the laid down cost 
would seem to be well worthwhile. 


: Apples reaching the United Kingdom by ocean going boats are 
subject t@ very rough handling when discharged. They are at a disad- 
vantage in this respect with those coming from continental Europe 
which are ferried to England on loaded trucks, 


There is a widespread feeling that nothing can be done to correct 
this rough hendling, but this seems to me to be a rether defeatist 
attitude, If there is no way of treining dock hands to use reasonadle 
oare it might be worth experiment to see if bulk bins or unitized 
pallet loads could be employed to eliminate this cause of damage. 
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Althow%h a great deal of damage is done in handling, this seems 
less then might be expected where celpaks and trays sare used, 


Speeiaiized Demand: While to some extent apples sre apples on the 
market, and hesvy supply of any type affects prices adversely, there 
Appsers to be @ specific or sagregated demand for certain types in 
the United Kingdom. For example, the McIntoeh which is exceedingly 
popular in the north of England and Seotlend, meets no verietal come 
petition from European imports, This 18 alse true of the Newtown 
which is in big demand in London and the south. Study of this de- 
mand might well be used as a guide to the Canadian export program, 


Finally, there is no doubt that United Kingdom importers are 


hoping and expecting to be buying good Canadian apples for 4% long 
time to come,
